HAVANA. Cuba. December 6. — Another large 
crowd turned out at Oriental Park this afternoon. 
The attendance was surprisingly large for a Mon- 
day. and exceeded by fur the exudations of the 
management. The meeting up to date has been 
fifty percent better than any of its predecessors 
and after the holidays promises to be even better. 
The track conditions showed today a steady im- 
provement and beginning Wednesday larger and 
better class fields will be seen in action. 

C. K. Moore scored his first victory of this 
meetiug when Marion Hollins won the fourth race. 
Pit* rushed her into a long lead until she led her 
opponents by fifteen lengths at the top of the 
home stretch. This effort told when at the end 
she had to be hard ridden to withstand Bulger’s 
challenge. Had the latter succeeded in getting 
through to the outside when he moved up he would 
probably have won. 

Jockey Hutwell, who has already gained a large 
local following, won with one of his mounts when 
he captured the fifth race with Frascuelo. He 
was forced to put up a rousing finish to outlast 
the fast closing White Crown, defeating the latter 
by a neck. 

Due to the fact that Tuesday is a day of mourn- 
ing in filial for the Cuban- patriot. General Antonio 
Jlaceo, racing at Oriental l'nrk will lx- suspended 
that day. The s|w>rt will he resumed Wednesday 
afternoon with racing, each day thereafter. 

The cntiies for Wednesday’s racing will close 
Tuesday morning at 10:30 a. m.

West for two days en rcute from Bowie, Maryland, 
reached Havana this morning. 

The shipment included the horses of J. C. 
Mayes. A. F. Dayton, Frank Herold, D. S. Foun- 
tain. I.. Laniay. E. J. Albright and James Fitz- 
simmons. All the horses stood the trip well. 

Recent arrivals from Maryland include Fred 
Boughsman. who' brought the horse Billy Reedy. 

J. S. Watson .also arrived with the two-year-old 
Ascutney. 

The horses Pooch and Sweep Clean have been 
transferred from the stable of C. K. Moore to 
the Gold Apple Stable, which is in charge of P. J. 
Kennedy. The latter trainer is also in charge of 
the Kentinere Farm Stable, which includes the 
horses Perigourdine, Kentinere and a yearling by 
Bard of Hope — Elasticity. 

Jockey W. Jarrell’s apprentice allowance ex- 
pired lust Friday. He rode his first winner at 
Oriental Park December 3 last year. 

Jockey Carmody will also lose his apprentice al- 
lowance Tuesday. He rode his first winner at the 
local track December J». 1919, on the Armenia 
Stable’s Riverside. This was also the first winner 
which Carmody ever rode. 

V. I’orterie has only four horses in his barn 
now. They arc* Betterton, Kirnan, Cockle and 
White Haven. 

Clias. A. Stonphani and John J. Mod raw left 
this afternoon for New York, to attend to business 
matters in connection with the New York National 
League Baseball Club. They expect to be away 
aliout one week. Both journeyed from Havana to 
Key West by seaplane. Mr. MeGraw and Mr. 
Ktoneham are both well pleased with the success 
of the Oriental Park meeting and predict that it 
will grow as the season progresses.

Jockey Wakoff. who rode here last year, arrived 
from Maryland. 

W. S. Hail claimed Marion Hollins from Mrs. C. 

K. Moore out of the fourth race for $1,000. 

Next in order of the twenty -one stakes to be de 

cided during the present meeting at Oriental Park 
will be the $2,000 added Antilles Claiming Stakes, 
which will lie the chief offering of the management 
for next Sunday. The Antilles is oih*ii for horses 
of all ages and will lx* contested over the sprint- 
ing distance of three -quarter mile. Fifty-five 
good sprinters are listed as eligihlcs to the race 
and among these are some of the liest at this 
track. 



With the racing year nearing its end. the dead sire Celt seems destined to the posthumous honor of 
having sired the greatest number of winning two-year-olds of 1920. He has fourteen to his credit and, 
since he also led in 1919 with sixteen, it is obvious he will have an extensive family to keep his memory 
green in our racing for several years to come. R. T. Wilson’s good sire Olambala is close up with 
thirteen winners, nearly all at least useful racers. The promising young English sire Light Brigade 
has made a good start and a good impression by sending out twelve winners from his first crop, one of 
which. Rangoon, ranks among the best western two-year-olds. Uncle upholds his well-established fame 
with eleven and Wrack comes next with ten. the flying filly Careful heading his good list. These are 
followed by Ballot, Golden Maxim and Jim Gaffney with nine winners each, among which Star Voter and 
By Jiminy show prominently by virtue of excellent racing. Broomstick, McGee, Meelick and Zeus form 
a group of four with eight to their credit. Friar Rock, Peter Pan, Runnymede, The Manager and Yul- 
cain have seven each, but Peter Pan outshines them all with Tryster and Prudery and has more money 
to his credit through his two-year-olds than any other sire of the year. Peter Pan was a grand race 
horse, is grandly bred and may be the most valuable sire in this country today. 

Arranged under their sires will be found here the names and record* of every winning two-year-old 
of 19110. Through races for maiden two-year-olds a few additions will be made, but nothing of any

Of the many good horses owned by R. T. Wilson, 
president of the Saratoga Racing Association, none 
was held more highly than Campfire, the leading 
winner of 1910. 

“Tiie general public will never know how good a 
horse Campfire was,” said Mr. Wilson in dis- 
cussing the possibilities of the son of Olambala — 
Nightfall as a sire. "He was never greater than 
when he broke down and the morning he went w rong 
I think he could have worked faster over the Bel- 
mont Park track than any horse that was ever 
trained there. While lie did groat things as a two- 
year-old when he topped the list of winners in this 
country, lie was, in my opinion, destined to accom 
pllsli still greater tilings later in his career. 

“I have always had my own opinion concerning 
Cumpfire,” resumed Mr. Wilson, “and nothing will 
make me believe that lie was not a sufferer from 
what we would call autointoxication in the human 
family. It was this which interfered with his train- 
ing and kept him from taking the same pride of 
place as a three-year-old which lie occupied at two. 
I look for him to make good in the stud, just as 
Olambala has.”

NEW ORLEANS. La., December 6. — A more dis- 
agreeable day for racing could hardly be imagined 
than that prevailing at Jefferson Park this after- 
noon. but, in spite of the bad weather a surprisingly 
large attendance was on hand and braved the 
chill and wet weather to view the sport. 

The changed track, as the result of steady and 
hard rain, was responsible for numerous with- 
drawals from most of the dashes. Upsets were 
plentiful, the principal one developing with the run- 
ning of the fifth race, a handicap at five and a 
half furlongs for two-year-olds. Parader and Has 
were snpiiorted here to the exclusion of all the 
others, but the finish found Bunga Buck triumph- 
ant Over Madeline Lillian after a sensational 
stretch sprint. Parader landed in third place. Has 
raced prominently to the stretch turn and then 
retired, and Parader’s elimination was due to his 
running out on the stretch turn. 

Dn.inel! began the upsets when he easily won the 
opening dash, for which Dora W. and Pimlico were 
the preferred ones. Pimlico succeeded in landing 
in third place, but Dora W. ceased to figure as a 
real factor before the first quarter had been trav- 
ersed. 

Lancelot was the one mostly favored in the 
second race with Uarline S. an intended good tiling. 
The finish found both distant followers, the purse 
going to Resist, which easily beat Opportunity home 
with Cobalt . Lass in third place. 

George Duncan was held in high esteem in the 
third race, blit Romanelli, who had the mount 
on him. was caught unprepared at the start, with 
the result that he was left at the post. The winner 
turned up iu Harvey Smarr with Madras Gingham 
second and Nebraska heading the others in third 
place. 

Kedmon was backed into favoritism in the 
fourth race and won. but lie experienced a hard 
time in getting to the finish in front and probably 
would not have done so but for Lad’s Love swerv- 
ing to tiie inner rail at a critical period. The 
Swimmer made his first start here in this and 
only ran moderately well. He will probably do 
better later on. 

Poultney was the choice in the sixth race, but 
the best he could do was to land in third place. 
King being responsible for Rapid Stride’s victory 
over Prunes, which should have won. 

Lancelot changed owners after his defeat. Snyder 
& Holmes secured him at a cost of $1,200 via 
the claiming route. 

Officials who will have charge of municipal 
affairs during the next four years in this parish 
and that of Orleans, where the Fair Grounds is 
situated, were inducted into office this morning. 

A. Duestrie and L. H. Vulette bought Clapperbill 
and George Clark on private terms this morning 
from S. A. Clopton.

The 
horse lias been shipped from Bowie to his new 
owner, according to advices received here today.

Mutuel Machines Said to Have Clicked Off 
$50,000,000 During 1920 Season. 



Much display is being made in these dull days 
about Maryland betting during its two racing sea- 
sons of* 1920. It is declared that the “stupendous 
sum of $50.000.000“ — it was probably some mil- 
lions more — passed through the mutuel mach’nes in 
the one hundred and ten days of racing at Pimlico, 
Laurel. Havre de Grace and Bowie. The “stupen- 
dous sum” isn’t so “stupendous” divided by llO — 
$450,450 each day — and again by seven — $64,350 
each race. Then the stii|>endousness of it all Is 
further reduced by the fact that such race sums 
are bet over ami over. 

A reasonable average amount in use daily is 
probably about $80,000. Maryland betting is really 
reasonable and mild. Far larger sums are machined 
per race and )>er day at Louts vl lie, Cincinnati, 
Windsor. Toronto. Fort Erie and Hamilton. 

It is probable that on some days at Pimlico and 
Laurel a million dollars or more passed through 
tin* machines. Some Kentucky days have recorded 
a larger amount. Off-hand figures in black tyiK*— - 
boxed— look “stupendous,” but when they arc 
reasonably divined are not nearly so great. 

Maryland isn’t overplaying Itself or going betting 
■nail over racing. Kentucky ami Canada are more 
speculative ami far larger sums of money change 
hands daily will averagely on the metropolitan or 
Saratoga courses than on those of Maryland.

He also had under liis charge Basse Point (a daugh- 
ter of Kizil Kourgan), which accounted for the Prix 
Vermeil!, Prix dtt Conseil Municipal. Grand Prix de 
Deauville and Prix Gludiuteur, ns well as Iter son. 
Bruleur, which won the Grand Prix de Paris. Other 
owners for whom Milton trained some prominent 
winners were M. Michel Margliiloman and M. Vag- 
Iiano. Milton practiced for many years as it veteri- 
nary surgeon at Chantilly. 

HAD NO FREAK BREEDING THEORIES 

German Count George Leliudorf, whose “Horse 
Breeding Recollections” is considered to be one of 
the classics of turf literature, had ito freak 
theories or system of breeding winners, but in- 
dorsed the simple rules followed hy Lord Falmouth 
In using none but tried perfoimers in the stud.
